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About the English translation of this book 


received some years ago the Press-Stimulation Treatment 

invented by Dr. Momotaro Fujii on the principle of ‘‘All 
diseases are due to one single source’’ for my chronic 
stomach and intestinal diseases, from which I suffered con- 
tinuously for over twenty years, caused after the serious 
illness of the spinal paralysis affected quite unexpectedly 
whilst previously resident in London, England. Such heavy 
suffering had been cured under Dr. Fujii in comparatively 
short interval, requiring no rest to take, or giving no inter- 
ference to my daily affairs, or with no restriction to meals, 
but contrarily recommended to take anything and as adequate 
as possible. 

It has already passed several years since, yet I have 
been quite strong and able to resist with least fatigue 
against all trying circumstances of the poverty, which does 
not permit me to rest even now at the declining age of 
two years over sixty. In an ecstasy of joy, when the first 
edition of this book was published by Dr. Fujii, I had the 
pleasure of contributing an article stating my impressions 
of his treatment for personal information of sick-people

Now, Dr. Fujii contemplates to publish the second edition, 
with addition of an appendix ‘‘ Jubilant Voices of Patients”’, 
being a collection of the notes of impressions contributed to 
it by various persons of higher name, who experienced his 
treatment and felt immeasurable gratitude with it as myself, 
and by rendering the book into English to announce the true 
value of his treatment widely to physicians in the world as 
well as to sick-people. 

Thereupon, I proposed to undertake the task of the trans- 
lation so to compensate for the favour I felt of his treatment 
on one hand, and on the other in my belief that, the attempt 
to make such marvellous treatment widely known in the 
world should certainly be taken up by a man like myself, 
who have had good experiences of it, and it should be also 
what I ought to do for the sake and increase of social 
happiness. 

With my above proposition, Dr. Fujii has been gratified as 
just or even more than he wishes, if a man like me who 
knows well of his treatment should take up the task, and 
handed to me the original copy on the spot. Such was the 
reason why I came to tender my little service to the Eng- 
lish translation of this book. 

But, I must mention that I do not profess to be a man 
of English literature, and for me, as an outsider of medical 
profession, it must be a hard job to get through the work 
satisfactorily, as the book is full of technical names or else 
some accounts of diseases. With my shallow knowledge of 
English, I was very much afraid that I should not be able 
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either to meet with the hope of Dr. Fujii put in me or to 
give much satisfaction to the readers of this book. 

Fortunately, however, this was not the book of literature, 
but for its chief object was to announce widely in the world 
about the Fujii’s Press-Stimulation Treatment, therefore I 
thought it would be sufficient if I could render the original 
letters and meanings as near as possible in plain English 
rather than belles-lettres. 

With that thought, I have, casting aside my worldly affairs 
and enduring the difficulties in the work to no small extent, 
translated word for word literally and in plain language, 
avoiding to make any alterations or blot-out, even where 
were thought redundant, repetitional or tautological. 

With regard to Oriental or Japanese poems, it is a matter 
of impossibility with my poor English to render them in 
regular poetical style, therefore, merely the meaning has 
been given, and as to the proverbs and metaphors, though 
there are many similar sayings in Occident, but I thought 
it would be rather one way of introducing Oriental culture 
into Occident that I should translate them literally, and in 
doing so I often found convenient to show out the particular 
sense of the original writing. 

There may be found many words or expressions of my 
voluntary creation used in various places. 

Anyhow, any grammatical mistakes which may be abundant 
are due to my linguistic inability, and such should be left 
for some day in future for kind correction of learned men. 

I hope the readers will for the present forgive all those 
errors and mistakes, so long as they could understand through 
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this book what a worldly invention the Fujii’s Press- 
Stimulation Treatment may be valued at, and wish they 
would get the benefit of it at as an earliest opportunity as 
possible. 

In conclusion, I wish again to appeal to the generosity of 
the readers to overlook many blemishes that may be abundant 
throughout the translation, as the reasons I have had to 
take up the task were such as metioned in the above lines.

It is indeed for me an opportunity of fortune 
probably bestowed upon from the heaven, no matter whether 
it is due to the patients having grown up so much as the 
better judges of the medical knowledge, or due to the medi- 
eal practitioners having waken up themselves. Yet, I have 
not heard of any improved treatment devised so far, such 
as to compensate well for the defects of the modern treat- 
ment or such one as compares with mine; viz., the ‘‘ Fujii’s 
Press-Stimulation Treatment ’’, which is really more than 
marvellous in the curing efficacy, whereas simple and to the 
point in practice, and with several other important features 
combined the most refined treatment ever devised in the 
therapeutic circle of the whole world.

CHAPTER I 


Introduction 


(1) I make it object in view to become a saviour of man- 
kind from physical direction. 

Finding time in business I have written this small book 
with a view to enlighten the physicians of the whole world, 
where the physic or the medical treatment is now a common 
study all over, with the informations that there is a new 
treatment invented by me called the FUJII’S PRESS-STIMULA- 
TION TREATMENT and that its value of curing efficacy is so 
great. 

The holy priest ‘‘ Nichiren’’ and ‘‘ Jesus Christ’’ were 
respectively the saviour of humanity from spiritual or moral 
direction. I aim at becoming a saviour likewise from physical 
direction, by rescuing all human being from sickness throw- 
ing light upon the existing medical treatments which are 
so far run up against wall. 

(2) Fujii’s Press-Stimulation Treatment can be claimed 
as the newest and the best treatment ever devised in the 
world. 

I can safely declare that there are no treatments anywhere 
in the world which are equal to my PRESS-STIMULATION 
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TREATMENT in the curing efficacy and the simplicity of 
method. In these respects it is the surpassed and the most 
advanced of all the existing treatments both medication and 
non-medication. 

I am therefore very anxious to teach this new treatment 
to all the physicians of the world as quickly as possible, 
thus to save all the sufferers of sickness from agony who 
are at present being subjected to a regrettable condition 
through the inappropriate methods of treatment. 

(3) My door is always open to the physicians of the 
world to visit and investigate. 

So far as the medical professions are concerned, their 
function is to serve for the rescue of human being from 
sickness, and such rescue should be the prompt and the 
sure. All who are engaged in the medical professions and 
desire to be able to effectuate the performance of such 
function easily and positively for all or any diseases should 
make their rush to my door immediately, which is always 
open. The sooner they learn my treatment and become the 
possessor of the life-giving apparatus of my invention, the 
surer and quicker they may be able to rescue patients from 
misery of sickness, and will find themselves placed in a 
brilliant light like the morning sunshine breaking up the 
darkness of night in which the modern medical treatments 
are being enveloped. 

(4) Physicians of the world are requested to rend their 
ears to my words as heavenly voices. 

If the physicians would not listen to my heavenly voices 
and would continue to stick to the practice of their usual 
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medication treatment, they should be prepared for the time 
to come sooner or later when, to the greatest regret, they 
will lose the entire confidence in the heart of the patients 
throughout the world. 

Why? Because, if ever my new treatment should be 
taught to all the people of the world besides the medical 
professionals, the former would make themselves most 
readily the good doctors while the latter would have to be 
left out, right in a reverse state at the same position where 
the patients had been standing to the doctors. 

(5) The treatment with medicines is already a method 
of by-gone days. 

Existence of a medical science or art in this world is of 
course for the importance of curing diseases, not for dis- 
cussing about the theory or pathology. In the theoretical 
side, with regard to the investigation of the cause of a 
disease such as the pathogenic bacteria etc., the science 
shows a pretty good progress so far as details to details or 
particles to micros. @But, in the practical side, regarding 
the curing diseases, it is almost in a state of standstill or 
run up against wall, showing no material progress. Thus 
the medical science at large shows no progress, being merely 
a turn of direction in wrong way or an advance towards 
reverse direction, again in other words a retrogradation. A 
truly advanced medical science should be the such as it has 
positive efficacy in curing when applied in the practical 
treatment of disease, and further a practicable throughout 
ages absolutely conforming to the natural laws with least 
hitch or liability to frequent alterations in course of time. 
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To speak of the progress of the modern medical treat- 
ment is rather a sort of quibble. Let me point out again 
that the modern medical men do touch little with that im- 
portant function of rescuing human being from sickness, 
but are seized too much with the investigation of some 
particular branches in theoretical details, and in a rather 
prejudicial manner as if neglecting that fundamental aim 
of practical treatment for human happiness. It looks like 
the science for the science’s sake, and not for the practical 
art of saving human lives, that they are absorbed in. So 
the progress is almost always on top of the science and not 
on general medical treatment. 

However proud they may be of the daily progress being 
made in the science and art of the medical treatment, such 
progress is merely the course to reach to the truth of nature 
which is very far away, therefore the thing considered the 
newest to-day may be the oldest to-morrow. Repeating 
same thing thus round, medical treatment is no wonder 
always liable to ‘‘run up against wall.’’ 

On the contrary, the FUJII’S PRESS-STIMULATION TREAT- 
MENT is such a perfectly natural and a most scientific treat- 
ment from all directions, like a ‘“‘ heaven-made clothes,”’ 
which is equitable and suitable always for every one of 
humanity with least fear of running up against wall. In 
applying it for practical treatment the curing power is so 
miraculously great and sure that there is none to compare 
with it. As it is really a so advanced treatment, should the 
people besides the professionals ever be taught with this 
treatment they would become no more to ask for usual 
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medication treatment. 

(6) Don’t talk about the progress of medical art before 
investigating the Fujii’s Press-Stimulation Treatment. 
When I say so as above, there would be a good many 
doctors who are prejudicially one-sided and think with doubt 
that, however may the medical treatment meet with a dead- 
lock how could it be possible to believe in such a word as 
above, as long as the fundamental science of physic is de- 
veloping so far in these days. Such doctors neither know 
what my treatment is nor did ever attempt to investigate. 
It is absurd to look upon anything with the eyes of suspi- 

cion of which one has least knowledge. 

(7) To establish on the basis of the Fujii’s Press-Stimu- 
lation Treatment is the very means to the true refined 
treatment. 

However great the progress of the science of the funda- 
mental physic might have been, the science is science re- 
maining all the same. Prompt cure of diseases could not 
be possible by that way. Hence I feel most impatient for 
teaching my best reliable treatment to all the physicians of 
the world by all means available, and thus to establish a 
true powerful art of curing diseases all over the world. It 
is quite plain that the medical treatment which is now run 
up against wall will thus find the wall removed forever and 
a new road will be open before it, illuminated with this new 
treatment, and the medical science may then be developed 
for its true aim by making this new treatment the fresh 
basis of the study, as for the sake of human being instead 
of science for science’s sake as is so nowadays. Further, 
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it is quite certain that the physicians would thus feel thank- 
ful so much as to find a boat when reached up to the river 
to cross over or to find a light in darkness, and the patients 
in the world would also welcome with gratitude as if one 
gets the water in thirst or the food in hunger. I am not 
indulging in idle-talk, but what I declare is based on 
accurate facts. 

(8) What shall I do then, if all the physicians of the 
world absolutely refuse to listen to my voices? 

The reason why I decided to make such suggestion as 
above so loudly to all the physicians of the world is solely 
due to my sincere wishes to make them live on the footing 
more than ever efficient and revered. Moreover, I believe 
in that the professionals could be taught with this new 
treatment much easier than the non-professionals, and that 
in this way the rescue of all sufferers of sickness in the 
world may be brought about readier than in the other way. 

(9) Or, should I teach all the non-professionals to make 
them good doctors ? 

Inspite of my kind advice as above, should the physicians 
of the world absolutely refuse to listen to me, I would be 
compelled, though very reluctant, to stand up against and 
by all means endeavour to teach all the people of the world 
besides the professionals to become excellent doctors, as this 
treatment is so simple and easy to learn. 

I sincerely hope the medical professionals of the world 
will pay due consideration on this matter after going through 
the following chapters. 
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CHAPTER II 
Self-awakening of Patients 


(1) The Great War caused revolutions on the cultures 
of the world. 

The Great War was not only the war between men and 
men, nations and nations, but its influence was terribly wide 
and has given a great shock to the various circles such as 
thought, religion, finance, art, literature and medical art, 
etc. 

The war had ceased with the revolution of Russia and 
the German defeat, but the fight between the old and the 
new ideas, the genuine and the counterfeit, and the revolu- 
tionary change in the inner social life in all directions became 
ever more intense. About fourteen years have elapsed 
since the war had ceased, and now it compels every nation 
to hurry waking up and bringing forth fundamental reforms 
in all directions, both spiritual and material, with the work 
of the restoration. Such phenomena in sight may be a 
good prospect for the happiness of mankind. 

(2) Modern medical treatment as seen from patients’ 
side. 

Among many things on which the world’s nations have 
recently waken up, the most conspicuous is on the subject 
of sanitation, or the medical science and the curing art. 
This fact often appears on newspapers, periodicals and books. 
It is really a congratulatory event for all mankind. 

Without going into scientific details I will enumerate 
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herein some of the patients’ voices as appeared on news- 
papers, periodicals and books, referring to discontents or 
dissatisfactions, desires or demands, against the modern 
medical treatment, with addition of those coming to my 
ears direct. 

Why I do this? Because such informations as coming 
from the patients,who have been in daily touch with the 
medicines, would benefit the physicians in the way to inter- 
est, stimulate, or instruct them much better than such 
scientific informations or essays, which would have no value 
in use for the practical treatment. 

If the physicians of the world should reflect on those 
informations and make it a food for study, happiness of the 
patients would be immense. 

Now let me give some of those informations in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs :— 

(3) Patients’ cries are the first step to the reformation 
of the medical art. 

Patient A says :— 

‘‘To the question whether the modern medical art has 
advanced or not, a healthy people would answer at once to 
the effect that it has advanced so far as can be seen. Such 
a people is observing it only from the surface of it. A sick 
man would reply that it is a great mistake to judge it from 
the surface, because a truly advanced treatment should be 
such as the simplest in the treatment and the surest in the 
cure, whereas the modern medical treatment is so com- 
plicated and exaggerated requiring a number of different 
specialists to attend to a single patient affected with different 
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diseases, besides it has many other defects which can be 
detected only when one gets sickness and ask for treatment. 
The proof of the pudding is in its eating. I myself, before 
getting sickness, never thought of so many defects it would 
have possessed, but once after getting sickness have found 
that the modern medical treatment is unreliable, and it is 
not only far from advanced but has several defects, and 
that the words of the above sick people are absolutely true.’’ 
(4) Patients who are groaning with despair. 
Patient B says :— 

“‘Try and ask every one of the patients who come to 
a hospital to receive medical treatment if he is or not 
coming pleasingly to the hospital every day with a bit of 
consciousness of getting better. Perhaps a majority of such 
patients would give you replies in the negative, and would 
say that not only far from being conscious of getting better 
but are very trying to come to the hospital every day 
forcing the sick body, yet cannot do otherwise as there are 
no other places to ask for treatment, therefore simply come 
and take a chance.”’ 

(5) When receiving medical treatment should be careful 
not to take cold. 

Patient C says :— 

‘‘ After lying in bed from sickness for a long time, one 
feels pain or dullness at the back or shoulder, or stiffness 
of the abdomen, or weariness of the legs. However you 
may appeal to a physician to cure such ailments he has no 
appropriate means to cure such ailments at once, but would 
only tell you to leave it alone until the pains would get 
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relieved naturally in course of time as they are almost com- 
mon occurrence after a long sickness in bed, therefore no 
worry about it. There would be none sillier than the 
modern physicians who do not know how to cure such almost 
common ailments right soon. Not only that, by calling in 
doctors one often catches cold as the result of exposing the 
chest or back for examination, whereas none of the benefits 
could have been expected in doing so. 

In such a case as above, our ancient physicians of good 
name applied at once the treatment of acupuncture or 
moxibustion to remove the pains anyhow, besides the usual 
medication. I fancy our ancient physicians being rather 
handy in this respect.’’ 

(6) Modern medical art cannot do any more than chang- 
ing acute diseases into chronic. 

Patient D says :— 

‘* Everybody when he has any ailment goes to a physician 
because he wishes to have it removed before making it 
a chronicity. 

Why in the world there are almost countless number of 
people suffering from chronic disease? According to the 
statistics taken by some expert, there are 1 chronic sufferers 
to a family of 5 persons, but in fact almost all the rest 
are also the sufferers only differing in the degree of pains 
whether bearable or unbearable. 

If the modern physic would be a such as can cure the 
sickness whilst in the acute stage, there cannot be such a 
great number of chronic sufferers. It shows apparently the 
proof of the physicians’ inability, and a disgrace of them. 
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The modern physicians cannot cure even acute diseases 
satisfactorily, no wonder why they cannot cure the chronics, 
hence so many sick people. That is also the reason why 
so many varieties of other treatments besides the medica- 
tion appear. 

Again in short, unless the modern physicians should try 
and find out how to cure all diseases or ailments correctly 
and promptly before leading them to chronicity, they cannot 
be escaped from the criticism such as given in the head 
remark of the present paragraph.”’ 

(7) If it is not possible to take the statistics and tabulate 
the number of the patients cured and killed by the 
physicians ? 

Patient E' says :— 

‘‘Physicians being no god, they cannot help making 
mistakes, hence might kill patients innocently sometimes, 
such as by wrong operations, miscompounding of medicines 
or overdosing etc. 

If by some means we could take statistics, we are sure 
that the patients thus lose their lives will aggregate to a 
very great number in a year. Thinking of this I cannot 
but arouse suspicions as to the probabilities of the patients 
killed by the physicians in consequence of the miscompound- 
ing, the secondary reaction of the medicines or the wrong 
identity etc., would not be greater than those cured. So 
much as this, danger is involved in the diagnosis of the 
modern medical treatment. 

I hope some day in near future the physicians will 
altogether discard all such medicines which might bring

about injuries, and devise some other new treatment which 
is quite safe, curing all diseases in the most natural way 
and in the shortest interval as possible. Then the humanity 
would become free of such uneasiness as being entertained 
now towards the modern medical treatment, and further 
all of us would become making it a sort of pleasure to go 
and receive medical help immediately when get sickness. 
We the patients are looking forward with great anxiety to 
such a time as above should soon turn up.’’ 

(8) Modern medical treatment as seen from female 
patients. 

Female patient F’ says :— 

Not speaking of the diseases for which there is no alter- 
native but surgical operation, let me criticize in regard to 
the modern medical treatment for female and juvenile 
diseases, from female standpoint. Look at the treatment 
of a specialist on infant and female patients, then you will 
distinctly notice that the modern treatment is cruel and 
primitive. 

Let us take for instance first the treatment for the infant 
at breast. Generally speaking,in Europe I understand the 
physician does not give any medicines to an infant especial- 
ly one at breast, because medicines are too strong and 
injurious for such an infant, but gives something else 
instead such as tea, etc., thus leaving it alone and taking 
a chance. However loud the infant may cry or appeal, 
the physician does not know what to do.’’ 

(9) How cruel and primitive is the pediatrics ! 

Female patient F' continues :— 
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“Next, look at the treatment for grown up children. 
When the children have the bowels not in order, physicians 
almost as a rule give purgative or rectal injection, or if 
there be troubles in the nose or the throat, they paractise 
the operation in the nose or burn in the throat at once. 
Most of the children hate these operations, but it is quite 
frequent that we witness the physicians forcibly accomplish 
the operations or force to take medicines in spite of the 
children refusing strenuously by shutting their mouths with 
the hands. 

Just imagine when any medicines given after so much 
toil would have done no good for the children, or possibly 
have left the secondary reaction in the persons of the 
children, or have made the sickness worse or even might 
have killed the patients in consequence of the secondary 
reaction, miscompounding or wrong identity, etc. 

Considering carefully on these points, it cannot be too 
much to say that the modern medical treatment is cruel 
and even primitive. They seem to have neglected to in- 
vestigate further to improve. it for the happiness of 
humanity, or to devise some more effective way of treat- 
ment, simple and natural, using no injurious medicines, 
requiring no purgative, rectal injection, or the operation 
even for suppurated nose, thus even for the children can 
get it cheerfully and pleasingly instead of being forced to 
get it in such a cruel manner as for the mothers often 
hard to witness.” 

(10) The endoscopy or office consultation for female 
patients is no more than a violation of chastity. 
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Female Patient F further continues :— 

‘‘ Next, let us look at the treatment for adult females. 
Should the modern physicians possess more spirit of inquiry 
in regard to the female treatment and comprehend the 
psychologic state of mind of the females when sit for office 
consultation or cleansing the womb, which is not at all a 
pleasant thing, the physicians should endeavour to find other 
ways to avoid these practices, especially when there is no 
absolute necessity lying in the practice,—it is no better than 
the violation of chastity or a children’s play. In spite of 
this, the modern gynecology is always accompanied by the 
office consultation and the cleansing to my greatest disgust.”’ 

(11) The acupuncture and the moxibustion are better 
than the modern medical treatment. 

Female patient G says :— 

‘‘T know there are in Japan from ancient times the 
acupuncture and the moxibustion, the former by puncturing 
a needle into the body through the skin and the latter 
burning the moxa over the skin cure all female troubles, 
avoiding such rude treatment as the office consultation and 
the cleansing of the womb. 

The scientific reasons regarding the efficacy of these treat- 
ments are not quite clear so far, but the three effects of 
the induction, the stimulation and the subsidence of the 
nervous actions had been ascertained by certain doctors. 
Apart from any scientific reasons, these treatments are 
considered far more agreeable for female patients than the 
modern physic. For this reason these treatments are being 
continuously practised in Japan ever since one thousand 
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years as the best popular treatments.’’ 

(12) Though the acupuncture and the moxibustion are 
conspicuous in the curative effect for certain diseases but 
are still defective in the method of treatment. 

Female patient H says :— 

**Puncturing a needle into the human body or burning 
moxa on the skin is also cruel, especially for infants and 
children. In this point they cannot be called the accomp- 
lished treatments. 

But,by the existence of these treatments it is sufficiently 
proved that there are other ways of treatment for female 
troubles better than medication, surgical operation, office 
consultation or cleansing, all of which are hated so much 
by the female patients. 

I wonder why the world’s physicians do not undertake to 
investigate further on the Japanese acupuncture and moxi- 
bustion so as to improve the methods. If they should have 
succeeded in this, it would do a great goodness for the 
human beings. I have never heard the doctors attempting 
this. 

It cannot be too much to say that the modern medical 
treatment is of a very cruel and primitive from female 
standpoint, and it requires a gross amendment from its 
starting point.’’ 

(13) Modern physicians treat the human body like an 
engineer deals with the machines or tools to repair. 

Patient I says :— 

‘‘In case of house building you may be well to divide 

the works into several branches of specialties such as 
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planning, civil engineering, architectural, etc. So with 
automobile manufactures and repairing. 

But the human body is an organic being possessed with 
the flesh and the spirit, and the nerves and the blood, all 
related together. If you hit the flesh it feels pain or if 
you severe it the blood will bleed out. In repairing the 
human body it must differ fundamentally in principle as 
well as in process from the repairing of houses or ma- 
chineries.”’ 

(14) Increase of the division:of the special branches of 
the medical arts means degradation and self-ruin of the 
arts. 

Patient J says :— 

“‘The modern medical art has already been divided into 
so many branches of specialties and has the tendency to 
increase in the branches still more, so many as the number 
of the parts of a bicycle or an automobile. 

On one hand it may look like making a progress, but on 
the other, if you look into it carefully, you will see that 
so much as the special branches increase the modern medical 
treatemnt will come more and more deadlocked, parting 
away gradually from humanity thus finally step up to self- 
ruin.’”” 

(15) The modern medical treatment, so complicated and 
exaggerated as it is, is going forward but in a reverse 
direction from civilization. 

Patient K says :— 

“‘In true civilization, everything should become simple 

and to the point. Take medical treatment for instance, 
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when the physician would become a master of all things, 
or in other words, with one method or instrument become 
able to cure all diseases, you may regard it then a highly 
advanced and most refined treatment. 

Contrary to this, if the special branches increase in 
number more and more as time advances, and the patients 
would have to consult many specialists about their sick- 
nesses more than ever, they would not have afforded to 
spend time and money thereby run up, whereas the struggle 
of existence would have become keener and keener as the 
time goes on, making people busier. Such is apparently 
adverse to the progress of civilization.’’ 

(16) Truly civilized medical treatment should be the 
such as simple and to the point. 

Patient L says :— 

‘‘Taking it for granted that there appears a great inven- 
tion with which almost all diseases can be cured by one 
physician with one single instrument, there should be no 
wonder at seeing numerous patients gather from all over 
the world around such treatment, because such would be 
the most improved and truly civilized treatment. 

Therefore I may say that the complexity but with poor 
substances means decline or self-ruin, whereas the simpli- 
city after strict refining represents the highest grade of 
civilization.”’ 

(17) Many important items the patient shall have to 
look out. 

Patient M says :— 
‘‘ Whenever a patient goes to a physician for consultation, 
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he must not forget to inquire with the physicians what is 
the disease he is suffering from, also how many days it 
will likely take to get relieved from the disease, or the 
prognostic presumption as it is called. 

The physician ought to tell the patient with the prog- 
nosis even when no such questions as above are placed with 
him by the patient, unless for some reason or other it is 
better not to tell. 

I wonder why in most cases the physician does not give 
accurate answers to the questions even when there are no 
special reasons to deny. Perhaps because in such case he 
has no sufficient confidence in his own diagnosis and treat- 
ment.”’ 

(18) Actual proof of the physicians having no con- 
fidence in their own treatment. 

Patient N says :— 

“‘In case a physician has any one of his own family 
affected with sickness, he ought to attend by himself such 
patient to treat as long as he possesses full confidence in 
his own treatment, instead of asking other physicians to 
attend, because his own family is the dearest of all and 
must be taken care of to the best of his ability. 

Contrary to this, in almost every case he asks for other 
physicians’ consultation, certainly because he cannot have 
the patient in his family cured with his own treatment.’ 

(19) Before taking the medicines given by a physician 
you must always ascertain the prescription and each 
chemical contained therein, otherwise you would not be 
absolutely safe. 
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Patient O says :— 

“Mr. N. is quite right and it is just what I wanted to 
say. To take the medicines prescribed by such a physician 
who has no confidence in himself even in the treatment 
of his own family would be rather risky. We must be 
careful to ascertain the contents before taking it. Wrong 
identity, miscompounding or excessive dose is often liable 
to cause some serious mishaps. 

In most cases when the physicians would tell you frankly 
the details of their prescriptions, the medicines are almost 
such as do you neither good nor bad, or such as you will 
get rather more benefited by not taking them at all. 

Arguing about so far, the necessity of the existence of 
medical profession in this world becomes doubtful. By the 
existence of hospitals many a patient are misled or killing 
their lives. 

Therefore, I should advise the people of the world to 
become awakened as early as possible, and whenever get 
sickness should not rely upon the professionals always, who 
have little self-confidence even in their own treatment, but 
by all means try and discover for their own benefit some 
method or instrument with which to cure diseases with 
their own hands. 

Why? Because, it is not the medical professionals who 
know best, but it is the patients themselves who know 
their own sickness best.”’ 

(20) One practice is better than thousand knowledges. 

From the patients’ cries as enumerated so far in the 
aforegoing paragraphs the readers of this book would have 
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been able to know quite well in what respects of the 
modern medical treatment the sick people are dissatisfied 
and are demanding improvements. 

In short, the patients of to-day have waken up and are 
demanding towards the physicians in the world at the top 
of their voices to investigate and devise such a way or an 
instrument as always ensurable for the quick and positive 
cure of diseases in an easy and comfortable manner, rather 
than the numerous theories or essays as they are indulged 
in. 

(21) Waking up of the world’s physicians awaited. 

I sincerely hope the physicians of the world for the 
sake of the sick people or mankind at large, that they will 
turn to all of the above remarks seriously and set out at 
once to investigate and find out some new treatment which 
can be ensurable for the quick and positive cure, as said 
before, without using any medicines which are most risky 
things. 

I shall be gratified if the physicians of the world will 
soon wake up. 


Let me quote here a sarcasm made by the well-known 
philosopher Mr. Oliver Wendell Holmes hundred years ago :— 

“Tf all the medicines that had ever been taken by man- 
kind were thrown into the sea, it would be much better for 
mankind and much worse for the fish.” 
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CHAPTER III 
All diseases are due to one single source 


(1) Patients are the buyers or the customers while the 
physicians are the sellers of a merchandize, the medical 
treatment. 

It is needless to say that the patients are the names 
given to the persons who are unwell, and the physicians 
are the ones who treat and cure diseases of those unwell 
persons. The relation between these two is just like the 
relation between the customers and the merchants, and it 
is not because there are the sellers of the medical art started 
first that the buyers have appeared, but it was the buyers 
or the patients who appeared first to seek for a remedy, 
whereupon the physicians must have started their business 
for the sake of the patients. 

Hence, the more the patient or the customer increases, 
the more the business of the physicians would prosper. 
Patients are the customers under whose auspices the busi- 
ness of the physicians can exist. 

(2) Coarse and over-manufactures with empty contents 
are the modern medical art. 

Taking it for granted that the medical art is like a 
merchandise,and if such merchandise is of a coarse and 
careless manufacture very liable to deteriorate in course of 
time in spite of a very beautiful label pasted on it, what 
would you think of it? 

Furthermore, in ancient times you could purchase anything 
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you wanted from one store, but nowadays you would have 
to purchase a few things shopping along several houses in 
consequence of the division of labour according to the 
variety of articles. What an awkwardness you are facing 
at! 

The more the civilization progresses the more the coarse 
and over-manufactures prevail instead of a better and sub- 
stantial articles suitable always for the practical use, and 
the more the human intellect develops the more the things 
are made troublesome and complicated instead of being 
made simpler. I may say that the modern medical art is 
now in the conditions similar to the above stated. How 
long would the customers or the patients endure under such 
conditions ? 

(3) If physicians should ignore the voices of the patients 
they would have to ruin themselves sooner or later. 

Hence it is quite natural and reasonable that there sprung 
up such complaints and demands as afore-stated from the 
mouths of the patients against the modern medical art. 
Unless, therefore, the physicians or the sellers of the 
medical art wake up at this juncture, the patients or the 
customers would be compelled to go shopping around else- 
where in order to find more refined one. 

‘Danger comes soonest when it is despised,’’ especially 
so in these days when competition is so keen all over, and 
it is quite possible that there might appear some revolution- 
ary invention of the medical art so as to satisfy wants of 
the groaning patients throughout the world. 

(4) I wonder what investigations the Japanese physicians 
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have been indulged in? 

If it should happen that the aforesaid assumption comes 
to reality and the patients go elsewhere for shopping, there 
would be no doubt that the present physicians should be 
compelled to close up their shops. 

Every night I close up my eyes in a dark quiet midnight 
for a deep thinking of the above consequences in regard to 
the future of the modern medical art, I could not help 
feeling in sympathy with the poor physicians. 

It had led me at last to make up my mind to devise some 
ways, with all means and efforts, with which to become able 
to work as an ally with the physicians on one hand, and as 
the supplier of such article as required by the patients on 
the other, thus to contribute for the happiness of mankind 
at large. With this in view I had devoted whole of my 
time since over fifteen years without a moment rest, regard- 
less of my own health, for the study and discovery of a 
new and improved medical art, and at last after innumer- 
able difficulties and pains have succeeded to devise the new 
treatment complying to all the requirements. Whereupon I 
published on July 10th, 1925, a small pamphlet entitled 
“« All diseases are due to one single source’’ and distributed 
several hundred copies by post among the universities and 
colleges of physic, and noted hospitals and physicians, for 
their investigations and criticism. 

To my greatest disappointment, not a single word had 
been responded to from these professionals, like a thunder- 
bolt into the sea or a cannon shot in the air. Thus my 
efforts have been in vain so far. I wonder what investiga- 
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tions the Japanese physicians had been indulged in at the 
time, while the most important function of the physicians 
must be but the investigations or discovery of a new and 
reliable treatment for the sake of human happiness. My 
last writing was not such as indulged in any complicated 
theories, or of a logical pass-time, or even of a pedantic 
argument, but was a plain and explicit account of the facts 
I experienced for many years, yet the medical professionals 
might have thought as offended. If so, they have not been 
correct. What it may, I have been shocked with no small 
despair at the attitude and the lack of investigating spirit 
on the part of the modern physicians. 

In the next paragraph I will give the summaries of the 
contents of my last pamphlet. 

(5) Summaries from my last pamphlet ‘‘ All diseases are 
due to one single source’’ 
throughout Japan. 

All beasts know by instinct how to take care of them- 
selves or to protect their lives from attack of others, thus 
want to maintain their lives for permanent. By the natural 
laws, however, the strong preys on the weak consequently 
all cannot live for permanent. Human being, being the 
superior and the most powerful among the living creatures, 
prey on animals, birds and fishes ete., but never yield their 
own flesh for the prey of those creatures. 

Thus, can human being enjoy a permanent life? Never, 
because there are many reasons which make them weak 
and die in early ages, or naturally die in consequence of 
senility. It is very seldom to survive for over a hundred

years old. 

Weakness and senility are the two great enemies for the 
human lives. The existence of these enemies are not visible 
to the human eyes, but at any time they eat into human 
body and eat up the lives. There are nothing more dread- 
ful than these enemies for the human existence. 

In order to protect from the attack of or to expel these 
enemies there are several ways and means investigated, and 
those who are specially engaged in these investigations are 
called physicians. Besides the physicians there are also 
many other people who are engaged in these investigations. 
The ways and means which have been established and are 
prevailing are roughly as follows :— 

(a) Medical treatment: Physicians practise this treat- 
ment, but to suppress the enemies as above stated use 
medicines solely or chiefly. Quite recently some physician 
claimed to have discovered a surgical treatment referring to 
interchanging of certain organisms, but this is still far from 
practicable. 

(b) Acupuncture and moxibustion: These people treat 
at the peripheric nerves, thus they know can cure many 
diseases, but they practise these treatments only tradition- 
ally and do never try further investigations. Hence the 
perfection is yet far to reach at. 

(c) Spiritualistic treatment: Of these there are various 
methods ; viz., prayers, incantations, hypnotism, and various 
other spiritual treatments. These may do good some of the 
believers but little effect to non-believers. 

(d) Temporary treatments: Such as hot sand bathing, 
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electric treatment of all kinds, rays-bathing etc., may do 
good but only for the temporary. 

All the above treatments have more or jes curative 
efficacy upon certain diseases, hence there are patients who 
want these treatments, and the professionals who practise 
these as for their business. 

As for business, they naturally want to make profit out 
of it, as the result of which they are apt to propagate their 
own largely as if the best, or sometimes cheat the patients 
incurable as if curable, or entrap each other amongst them- 
selves, etc. Such are the common evils in the modern 
treating circle. 

Being lack of the discriminating knowledge, many a 
patient are misled by the physicians’ words and vainly 
groaning ‘in sick bed incured or often have lost their lives 
through improper treatments. 

6 An excellent physician can rescue the country but an 
unskillful kills the people. 

The most unreliable thing is the treatment of physicians. 
For the reason that the physicians are vested with that 
great function of protecting human health, the Government 
provide strict laws and restrict the granting licence to any 
one unless pass the specified examinations. However, every 
one differs in the ability, some being able and some not, as 
the Japanese old saying ‘‘ An excellent physician can rescue 
the country but an unskillful kills the people.’’ I regret to 
say that an excellent physician is very few in number while 
all the rest are the unskillful, hence it is very unreliable. 

Everybody knows the gunpowder is a thing very danger- 
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ous, but it cannot be without when we are to protect the 
country from attack of enemies. So with the physicians. 
However unreliable they may be, having no better alter- 
native people ask for their treatments whenever get sickness. 

In ancient times the medical art was considered a 
benevolent profession. Even unskillful physicians had 
scarcely money in view, but engaged in their profession 
with all the heart and efforts for the saving of the people 
from sickness. 

Now-a-days there cannot be detected a man who would 
have become a physician to do a bit of benevolence for his 
aim, but almost all set out from the beginning of school 
life making it for their ultimate aim to obtain material 
rewards. 

As long as the self-existence or self-subsistence is the 
essential item of the modern ages, physicians only cannot be 
blamed at for asking material rewards in order to subsist 
on their own occupation, but they must not be unfaithful 
anyhow to their occupation or function. 

By virtue of that important function of saving human 
being from sickness, the physicians are ranked among the 
high class of occupations. Therefore they ought to be 
faithful to their function, attending always promptly and 
as much as possible in person for the rescue whenever 
asked for by the patients even for perilous diseases, in- 
differently to their own affair, doing top of their 
best. In case they find it beyond the reach of their own 
ability, should recommend at once other proper treatments 
or abler physicians to attend instead. Such are the faithful 
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performance of their functions. I wonder how many 
physicians would be there now-a-days who are so faithful 
like that. 

All people have their respective occupations, therefore 
none but the physicians can afford to devote solely for the 
study of the medical science and art. For this reason 
people generally give too much credit upon these physicians, 
especially when they were granted licence, as if they 
have acquired all and every knowledge of medical treat- 
ment. 

Taking advantage of the patients being thus ignorant of 
the physic, physicians often give a fake treatment with a 
view to conceal their own incapability or simply for the 
purpose of making profit. This is also one of the reasons 
why the physicians attempt not to show the prescriptions 
to the patients. 

Though the medical art is said to have made a high 
progress now-a-days, but the number of sick people and 
early death have never decreased, but adversely increased 
as compared with those of the ancient. It might have 
advanced more or less in technics, but such cannot be cal- 
led the progress of medical art in general. 

By progress is meant steps or course of transition. What- 
ever progress the modern medical art may be said to have 
made by an inch or even a foot every time and each step, 
the field of diseases is boundlessly extensive, and the efforts 
to make the progress up to its ultimate boundary will be 
in vain after all. Unless the time comes when we can find 
no diseases incurable throughout the world, we cannot say 
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the progress has been made. Is there anyone in the modern 
medical circle daring in view to achieve such a great deed? 

The physicians of these days know nothing but the 
medicines to cure diseases with, as if one knows the guns 
to fight with but not of other useful ammunitions. Throw- 
ing away the bows and arrows, have adopted the guns, 
thus they think to have made an advance, while there is 
already an invention appeared to throw down from airships 
by far the more powerful explosives. How silly and pitiful 
they are! 

Just throw your eyes open upon the growing plants. 
They are seen with several injuries inflicted upon the 
trunks, but are growing on as well without being dis- 
heartened. Sometimes we find a decomposition sustained 
deep in the heart of the trunks, but even then they effect 
self-repairing. The trees insensible as they are can do that, 
why the human being cannot do the same? 

Now look at the swimming fishes and flying birds. They 
look always well and happy, and seldom we see them in 
sickness. Do they know sanitation or precaution against 
sickness? It is worthy of further investigations. 

(7) There would be no danger of being affected with 
sickness if you could keep your nerve actions properly 
stimulated. 

Try and visit the menageries and look at the animals 
seized in the cages. There you will see all the animals are 
never resting but moving about all the time, that is, they 
are to keep their nerve actions stimulated by means of the 
exercise. If the nerves are kept properly stimulated, the 
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functions of all organs and the blood circulation will be 
adjusted normally, by which the health can be maintained. 
Animals seem to understand the sanitation. 

Again, you will see the animals licking their bodies when- 
ever injured or inflicted with wounds, often in so much 
terrible condition as exposing red flesh. They repeat 
the licking constantly, persevering the painfulness of 
touching the wounded place. Such is the mode of self- 
treatment the animals know by instinct or learned by 
experience. They realize anyhow that, by thus stimulating 
the nerves at the wounded region, they can get the wounds 
healed up. 

The nerves are spreading all over the human body, 
generating from the brain as the headquarters, and through 
the spine which is the redoubt. Motor, sense, blood, cells, 
and everything else in the human body are governed by 
these nerves. The increase and decrease of the red and 
white blood corpuscles are also being governed by the 
nerves. Nerves are the king of the castle of human body. 

Human body is a castle or a fort, and any local diseases 
are the breakage of the part of the castle. Such a breakage 
can be readily repaired by the hands of the officers working 
under the command of the king. No other helps or com- 
mands are needed. So with the local diseases of the human 
body, which can be cured easily by giving the nerves a 
command to act in a proper order. No other helps or 
medicines are necessary. 

The modern physicians do not consider on this point, but 
they are trying to repair such a local breakage from inside 
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of the body by means of the medication which would not do 
much good but give more or less secondary reations. 
Almost as a rule they advise their patients not to take 
exercise, or at the worst prohibit food to take before get- 
ting better, consequence of which would be the weakened 
nerves never get restored to the normal. There isa J. apan- 
ese saying, ‘‘ Wanted to make the horn straight killed the 
cow,”’ 

(8) The radical cause why the modern medical arts have 
run up against wall. 

It is fundamentally mistaken and scientifically adverse 
way to try to cure diseases from inside of the body. Be- 
cause, the nerves are classified into three kinds, the motor, 
the sensory, and the sympathetic nerves, and they are scat- 
tered all over the body, and those in the various organs 
inside of the body are chiefly the motor nerves, which actions 
are governed by the sensory nerves, which are scattered 
chiefly adjacent under the skin, acting always in concert 
with the inside motor nerves. Brain is the headquarter of 
all these three nerves. 

Of all these nerves, the most important, so far as my 
investigation goes with reference to all local diseases, are 
sensory nerves scattered all over under the skin. They are 
practically the king of kings, by whose command the motor 
nerves inside are waken up and work, and the blood cir- 
culation is regulated. Their functions are very great and 
important, so much as the human life is maintained largely 


by these sensory nerves. 
Now, you will see that in the modern medical treatment 
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they want to give a ‘‘ wake-up”’ to the motor nerves inside 
the body by the influence of medicines, just same as an 
order is issued from outsider to the officers, who would not 
listen to such an order unless issued by a proper com- 
mander. It is absolutely the reverse and unnatural way. 
The most natural way of treatment should be to treat from 
outside the skin, where the sensory nerves are located and 
thence the command has to be right immediately delivered 
to the motor nerves inside through the brain. Thus the 
sure and speedy cure could be effected. 

Without understanding this natural truth, the modern 
physicians are exerting in vain to cure diseases from inside 
of the body by means of medicines or other things foreign 
to the human body. Unless they should correct such funda- 
mental errors and make a fresh start, the more they in- 
vestigate the more they would approach to the wall. 

Any local diseases can hardly be called the diseases of 
particular names. But, such as hemiplegia and infantile 
paralysis can be called the diseases, having their cause to 
the abnormality of the headquarter nerves. It is as though 
a child not yet born or a chick still in the shell of an egg. 
Unless they are born the proper names cannot be given. 

(9) All diseases are due to tardiness or slackness of 
nervous actions. 

Whatever remote causes a disease might have been due 
to, it is not very important matter to argue upon. There 
would be no diseases as long as the normal function of the 
nerves can be kept unchanged or kept up in the normal. 
All diseases are due to the nerve actions losing normal 
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activity or causing a hypostatic condition. This is why I 
insist upon ‘‘ All diseases are due to one single source.’ 
Recently there appeared some physicians who advanced a 
new theory, that he can cure all diseases by way of stimu- 
lating the cells so as to increase the number of white blood 
corpuscles. He advocates an injection of albumen so as to 
give the stimulation. He is still wandering along within 
the sphere of medicinal treatment and cannot get out of it. 
The Acupuncture and the Moxibustion, which were first 
brought to this country from China in ancient times, are 
the capital treatments amongst all other similar ones in 
existence, so far as the stimulation, the induction, and the 
subsidation of the nerves are concerned. But they are 
regretted of being rather cruel in the treatment. Men 
of no courage or perseverence dare to receive these treat- 
ments. Therefore they are still far from perfect. 
Notwithstanding the above defect, they have good curing 
effects. Therefore, the Government allow licences in the 
shape of sub-doctors to the practisers who pass the specified 
examinations. However, these people only practise the treat- 
ments blindly as taught, but never turn to think there 
would be a still better method for stimulating the nerves. 
Sensibility of a nerve is so instant like an electricity. A 
slightest touch will give it a marvellous stimulation. So, 
there must be some other simpler method for obtaining 
same effects than with the acupuncture, the moxibustion, 
the medicinal injections, or the electric current. 
If there should have been discovered such a method as 
all diseases can be cured in a simple manner and a 
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long life may be enjoyable, it would be the greatest happiness 
for human being. Why should we not attempt to investi- 
gate it? 

(10) All diseases can be cured without failure, if an 
abnormal condition of the nerves could have been restored 
to a normal. 

With the firm belief in the above-mentioned theory, I had 
continued strenuous investigations for over fifteen years, and 
at last succeeded to discover a therapeutic instrument with 
which to effect the restoration of the abnormalized nervous 
activities into the normal condition. First I had tried on 
my own body for many years and severally, thus ascertain- 
ed the right places where and how to apply it according to 
the nature of diseases and their localities. After that, I 
have experienced on numerous patients, and found the effects 
were sure and almost instant as I first expected, blood 
circulation becoming prosperous noticeably whilst the treat- 
ment is going on, besides the following effects :— 

(a) Feverish condition subsides almost instantly. 

(b) Pains of whatever nature removed. 

(c) Coldness, numbness cured. 

Furthermore, 

(d) Appetite returns and increases. 

(e) Sleep well. 

(f) Resistance of the skin increases. 

All the effects as above-given are the ones which were 
ever considered in the modern medical treatments hard to 
achieve successfully. 

(11) The fact that one single instrument cures all dis- 
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eases is the sufficient proof that ‘‘ All diseases are due to 
one single source.’’ 

The use of the instrument is quite simple, thus :— 

In the first place, examine the patients and determine at 
where the instrument has to be applied according to the dis- 
eases. This instrument has been patented in Japan, England, 
Germany, and France, and is still pending for the U.S. A.* 

The way of applying this instrument is simply to press it 
using a slight power direct over the skin. That is all to 
be done. Yet, it will give the numerous important effects 
as given before in a most natural way, such as the stimula- 
tion, the invigoration, and the regulation of the nerve 
action, consequently the purification as well as the healthy 
circulation of the blood. Thus, it cures all diseases and has 
the following benefits :— 

(a) No fear of injuring the skin or the flesh. 

(b) Gives no painful feeling whatever, 

(c) but rather a sense of pleasure, because one will notice 

the diseases getting better treatment after treatment. 
Also, 

(d) No belief is necessary in receiving this treatment, as 

in the case of many spiritual treatments. 

(e) Not much time required. 

(f) No secondary reactions whatever as in the case of 

medicines.

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CHAPTER IV

THAT, as this treatment is absolutely natural, and is such 
as it gives to the human body only so much stimulation as 
adequate to invite the nerves to restore their activities, to 
such an extent as normal to the human body, there is no 
harm whatever in treating on anybody especially female 
patients for any diseases, even during the pregnancy with 
least fear of causing miscarriage. Such female patients can 
warrantedly enjoy easy delivery, if they receive timely 
treatments during the pregnancy. 

SPECIAL FEATURES II. 

THAT, this treatment never gives the patients any painful 
or uncomfortable feeling whilst being treated. Even babies 
can pleasingly receive this treatment.

Once three years ago, lost senses from apoplexy, since 
then all the time were receiving medical treatment of 
almost all kinds, on which account became better so much 
as could walk with help of a cane, but the hemiplegia on 
the left side still remained incured. Cannot walk unless 
by wearing the grass-sandals tied up to the feet joints, 
otherwise they will slip off unconsciously, and the left hand 
bent up, and the finger tips numbed, so much as unable to 
pick up anything.

roads ; stiff neck always; could not get on without taking 
digestive medicines after each meal, and ‘‘ amma’’ (massage) 
every evening to get relieved from the sufferings. 

Completely cured with seventy-eight times treatments. + It 
is now about three years since and she is taking no more 
stomachic or amma. 


(10) Colic. N. Miyashita, age 38. 
Suddenly affected with the colic, countenanced pale, ac- 

companied by chill, fever, and cold sweat, agonizing in bed. 
I was called in immediately after he was laid in bed, and 

with my first treatment the pain has been relieved, and after 


three treatments got up well. 


(11) Cholera Infantum. Girl (A. Takeucht), age 5. 

Till dark she was playing outdoors as usual, and in the 
night her face became pale, temperature 39.7, and had 
frequent discharges of the mucus and bloody stools. A 
doctor in the vicinity diagnosed as cholera infantum.

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time to enjoy a good sleep, or to keep her body warmed 
up.

(13) Carbuncle at the neck. K. Ohi, age 43. 
A few days ago, had a small tumour at the neck, which 
gave awful pain when it comes in friction with the shirt 
collar, with the root spread out deep inside, which made him 
dfficult to turn round the neck.

(16) Loose bowels (Diarrheea). M. Fujino, age 21. 

Immediately after affected he received a doctor’s treat- 
ment, and though after three days the frequency of the 
loose bowels decreased from 25 to 7-8 times in a day, but 
the latter condition has been continuing for more than 
thirty days now, with least prospect of being improved. 
Moreover, lower abdomen inflated hard inspite of taking no 
sufficient meals ; looked quite exhausted. 

This patient has been cured and got up from bed after 
seven times treatments, decreasing in the frequency of the 
loose bowels to two times after the first treatment, and to 
one time after the second.

Both of the 
doctors advised him to enter the hospital according to the 
progress of that day and the next, prohibiting him from 
taking any food or beverage even plain water. Pale face 
and deep agony. 

My first treatment was given at 7 o’clock that morning, 
and immediately after, found the bloody stools have ceased 
and the temperature was lowered down to the normal.

According to the diagnosis of some medical specialist, this 
child was to get the surgical operation soon. But, accord-

operation for the enlarged tonsil of young child, as its 
influence after growing older is said to be no good for the 
development etc. In the meantime, hearing there is a treat- 
ment requiring no surgical operation, he was brought to me 
accompanied by his mother for the treatment.

(19) Easy labour. Mrs. M. Uno, age 27.

(20) Epilepsy. Mrs. Y. Tanaka, age 42. 
About twenty years ago, when engaged as a school 
teacher, she was seeing a theatrical performance one even- 
ing. Whether or not she was not quite recovered from 
the weakness after the delivery, shocked a good deal by the 
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performance, which was so sensational one, very much re- 
sembling to her own life, and became unconscious for the 
temporary. Since then, it became like a habit to have the 
same fit twice in a month, which was the great anguish of 
her that no one knows of. 

Continued my treatment for six months, and one year 
has elapsed since. The number of the fit has a good deal 
decreased, so much as only a few times in a year and of 
very slight ones, instead of twice in a month. 


(21) Epilepsy. Girl (H. Hiraoka), age 17. 

Since about one year, at the left shoulder and the neck 
a heavy stiffness was felt; the hands and the legs were 
cold; a heavy pressure was felt at the head and had cramp 
in the hands; and frequently become unconscious or some- 
times let it drop unconsciously the rice-bow] held in the 
hand. 

By two months’ treatments all the above complaints dis- 
appeared, and she has been cured perfectly well. 


(22) Fistula ani and Asthma. R. Saito, age 47. 
In almost all cases of the surgical operation, as this 
patient told me, it is liable to further operations, very often 
even for three times. Not only that,if the result of the 
operation were not good there would be a risk of having 
other complications to set in thereby to shorten the life, 
inspite of the sufferings of the operation itself, which is 
already the painfulness beyond description even in case the 
result might have been satisfactory. Thus thinking he had 
been seeking, for about twenty years, after some other treat- 
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ment than the surgical, enduring the pains which were felt 
every time when sat in the lavatory, also the troubles 
of changing several times the loin-cloth during the day, 
which gets stained soon after changed with new. He hap- 
pened to know from his friend that the Press-Stimulation 
treatment would cure his sufferings without knife, just on 
the day previous to that when he came to me for the 
treatment.

Two hours after, he took usual meal for dinner. 


(24) Gall Stone. K. Yoshimura, age 42. 
The disease had been ascertained as the gall stone, and 
received three injections from a doctor, but got no well 
since five days laid up in bed, timely pains as before, the 
liver part being felt to the fingers hard and swollen. 
With eight times treatments cured completely. 


(25) Gonorrhcea, Y. Tamura,age 28. 
One week since affected, discharging the pus constantly 

with unbearable pains when passing urine. 
With 21 times treatments cured clean. 

(26) Hypertrophy, K. Yoshii, age 58. 
Twenty days since laid up in bed, receiving medical treat- 
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ments but with no desired effect, tired of cooling the part 
with ice for two weeks. 

With fourteen treatments, abolishing ice bag and medicines 
altogether, cured thoroughly well. 


(27) Heart disease. A. Kiyoda, age 54. 

In October, 1926, I was invited by Visc. Saito, Viceroy 
of Chosen, to treat for the benefit of general health of him 
and his Madam, and stayed there for about twenty days.

(29) Influenza. Mrs. K. Seto, age 28. 
Temperature rose up to 89.8 since last three days, having 
no sign of mitigation with the medical treatment. 


After only one treatment, she got better so much as was 
able to come next day to my office ‘‘ Yoseikaku’”’ at 
Tashiro-cho, Kanda, Tokyo, near the Street Electro-Tramcar 
stop at Hatago-cho, Kanda, from her residence at Omori, 
suburb, for my treatment. She was completely cured after 
three times treatments. 


The following is the translation of the letter sent to me 
from the patient shortly after :— 


‘‘Spring weather begins to be sighted. I suppose you 
are getting on quite well and prosperous as usual. Very 
glad to inform that every one of my family is also quite 
well. 


I have been thinking to visit and express to you my 
thanks for your kind treatments I received last time for 
my influenza, but as got well I have been busy in the 
household works, as is usual with all the females, thus 
prevented me from doing so.

(30) Icterus. Y. Taketomi, age 22. 
Twenty days since laid up in bed, temperature never got 
lower than 88.3. Not only that, was unable to take food 
without vomiting it all. Whole skin yellowish. 
With my first treatment, abolishing medicines, the vomiting 
was stopped, and with five times treatments the temperature 


restored to the normal, and after eighteen treatments got 
well and up. 


(31) Icterus of pregnant woman. Mrs. T. Ito, age 25. 
Feeling heavy in the head since two or three days, and

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dullness in the legs, and looking at mirror this morning 
surprised to find the face and the skin were yellowish. She 
came to me immediately after breakfast. She was six 
months gone with child. 

She got quite well after my seven times treatments. 
She visited me some time after with a baby to say thanks, 
accompanied by her husband. She said she has had a very 
easy delivery as I told. 


(32) Insomnia. 
Mrs. Chuzo Mitsuchi (Minister for Finance), age 42. 
Affected with the sleeplessness since two years. All 
medical treatments were fruitless. At present, only about 
three hours atmost she can sleep in a night. 
With sixty eight treatments cured perfectly well. 


(33) Irritability of a child. Child (S. Nishimura), age 5.

I wish very much to get an opportunity to see you and 
your family before I return, so shall be happy if you will 
let me know your whereabouts care of Dr. Fujii. 


(44) Intercostal Neuralgia. 
Mrs. S. Taketomi (M. P.), age 47. 
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This patient suffered from the above disease in complica- 
tion with bad cold, feeling pain at the chest with every breath- 
ing, with feverish temperature. It was four days since 
laid up in bed. 

With one first treatment she was able to leave the bed, and 
after three treatments got quite well. 


(45) Nervous debility. S. Murata, age 82. 
Since affected with the nervous weakness two years ago, 
became more selfish and particular in regard to food choice, 
while appetite decreased, the bowels constipated, the head 
always felt heavy, feeling languid and getting very nervous. 
Passed days very unpleasant. 
With 60 treatments became extraordinarily healthy man. 


(46) Nephritis (Acute) Mrs. H. Furukawa, age 23. 

Four or five days ago had a slight cold but forced to 
attend the kitchen works as usual, in consequence of which 
grew feverish, painful in the waist part, dropsy all over 
and the urine decreased, occasionally feeling nausea and 
oppression in the chest.

(59) Chronic Stomach Trouble and Proctocele. 
C. Okumura, age 57. 


This patient, who was suffering for many years from 
stomach trouble and proctocele of remote causes, has been 
cured with this treatment quite well, and wrote to mea 
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letter. As the letter accounts the whole story and as 
he so desires I will give the whole contents of same :— 
June 10th., 1924. 
Gentlemen, 

I am one of the men who received Dr. Fujii’s treatment 
some time ago when he was not opened to general patients 
but treating only those who were introduced by his friends 
or acquaintances.

ES translating the book ‘‘To Physicians of the World ”’ 

into English, I carefully read through the Appendix 
** Jubilant Voices of Patients ’’ and knew from it that the 
efficacies of the Fujii’s Press-Stimulation Treatment have

However, I am afraid it would 
not be nil-case that one who reads this book or hears the 
stories for the first time, or one who never had vital ex- 
perience of this treatment, may be led to wrong interpreta- 
tion or may doubt of its true merits, as the efficacies spoken 
of in this appendix have been so marvellous as one can 
hardly believe to be true. 

I, therefore, wish to, from my own vital experiences for 
many years also from my general knowledge, point out the 
reasons that there should be no wonder at this treatment 
having shown such marvellous efficacies as contained in this 
appendix upon various diseases, and with it to enlighten 
the general public who believe the medicines are omnipotent 
or heal-all. 

Perhaps it would be not only myself alone but everybody 
who knows that in the modern medical science incessant 
investigations are being made, yet in the actual art of 
curing diseases there are many things regrettable, so much 
as when one suffers from sickness he often would have to 
deplore that cure or incure depends upon one’s fate or life. 
I wonder why such a groan is not generally taken as a great 
insult to the modern medical art. 

It is because the modern medical doctors do not know of 
any other proper treatment existing than the medication, 
associating the treatment always with medicines. Not only 
they make no deep investigations into any other treatment 
besides the medication, but look upon it with scorn, and they 
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determine and give up as if it is out of human power, in 
case their medication cannot give desired effect upon diseases. 
People also believe that the medicines are omnipotent and 
cure-all, and think that, even if the medicines of noted 
doctors do not prove to cure their own sickness, they have 
to be resigned to it as fate. 

I deeply felt same regret when I lost my baby many 
years ago and a grand-child afterwards. Both were said 
meningitis in consequence of stomach complaints. Under 
medical care, there were no ways and means to cure besides 
medication, and the medicines did no good at all, say nothing 
for the brain fever, but even for the stomach affection. 
Such ineffective medicines were given continuously along 
with no other ways and means but the cooling of the head 
and the warming of the feet, thus we were to repeat every- 
day joy and anxiety alternately, by merely watching at the 
increase and decrease of the frequency of the fits and of 
the quantity of the milk taken, for the rest having only to 
pray for help to God and Buddha. 

As such were the only ways and means taken, the 
patients had only to lose more and more, as time advanced, 
the strength in the functions of the digestive organs until 
ultimately became absolutely spiritless, so much as even 
a drop of the milk was not admitted to pass the throat. 
Thus, the whole body completely exhausted and passed 
away. We were to resign ourselves to it as fate or life. 
But an early death of the infants as such could hardly 
be thought the life. Even as an outsider of medical 
affairs, I thought if there should not be some other ways 
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and means besides the medication, so as to edge the poor 
infants’ appetite and restore the anagenesis in order, thus 
the effect of it might reach to the bottom of the brain and 
could have saved the life. I was greatly indignant even 
amid deep sorrow. 

Again, I lost recently my old mother 82 years of age, 
then yet retained her vigour in old age, from unexpected 
hitch in the stomach. She went out one day for recreation 
and visit to one of our relatives at a suburban district. 
She was given a hot bath after dinner, and whilst bathing 
suddenly vomited, and was laid up there under medical 
doctor’s care, but as the medicines proved no efiect ever 
continued to vomit as she was given any food. So she 
naturally did not care for any food to take, except fruit 
juice, soup or milk, but even the milk stimulated her 
stomach to vomit two in three times. 

Such condition lasted for about one month, consequently 
the weakness were only to increase, and though there were 
no complaints elsewhere in her body, she became at last 
so thin as if the bone and skin were the whole constituents 
and died painlessly. In this instance also, the medicines 
did nothing good for weak stomach. We could resign to 
it as life as she was old enough, but I must think it 
the greatest regret either for the integrity of the medical 
professions or for humanity, that the modern medical 
treatment cannot do anything with the revival of the

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stomach weakness. 
So far as we are taught in the medical text book, the 
existence, development and cure-of-diseases of human body 


are to be depended upon the instinct or the vital functions 


in the body, and the medication for the cure-of-diseases is 
only doing a part of it as an assistance, the remaining 
greater part being done by the vital functions in the human 


body. In order to make up or restore the lost or weakened 


vital functions, we must rely upon the preservation of health. 
What would be necessary then to keep up the preservation 
of health? 

In the first place, I must give the taking of sufficient 
food, and in the next, the keeping of spirits peace- 
fully and the taking of fresh air, thus to instinctively 
restore the anagenesis in order. However much medicines 
are taken, or change-air, recruiting and all sorts of recupe- 
rations are tried, how could we expect the vital energy 
produced or the life preserved, without taking assimilative 
food at all? It goes without saying that no diseases could 
be cured with medicines alone. Further, it may be seen 
that, however essential the taking of food may be for the 
preservation of health, it would be useless unless see to the 
stomach and other organs working in order. Therefore, it 
must be the vital importance in the medical art that every 
sick-people should be treated first of everything at the 
digestive organs, so that to make them resume their instinc- 
tive functions in digestion and assimilation, and able to take 
sufficient meals, same as the engine-boiler which should be 
filled with water inside, and the water should be boiled by 
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burning coal underneath, otherwise the steam motive power 
cannot be generated. 

In spite of the general principle as above, the very con- 
trary is the case in the modern medical care of health for 
sick-people. They teach the sick-people first of everything 
to reduce as much as possible the quantity of food to take, 
or to restrict to okayu, omoyu, soup, milk or other liquid 
or soft meals, or the worst of all total abstinence from food, 
according to the condition of diseases, and then are given 
some medicines perhaps to assist in the digestion of the 
above food, and some other medicines adapted to the diseases, 
and for the rest are required exclusive quietude. Why? 

Because, in the modern medical treatment, if they should 
allow the patients to take sufficient quantity of food, it 
would be impossible for the medicines to stimulate the 
stomach and intestines so as to instinctively perform their 
functions of the digestion and assimilation of the food, 
which is the essential element of human life. So they 
inevitably suggest the sick-people not to take sufficiently 
large quantity of food, or to restrict to liquid stuff, or else 
to take anything easy of digestion only. It is, therefore, so 
negative in the way and entirely against natural law of 
curing diseases. It is just the same as the engine-boiler, of 
which the heating power had been exhausted, is filled with 
water, and added with bnt a little coal as possible, and no 
attempt is made to inflame the coal, leaving it alone until 
it would make a fire itself. How can we expect to get the 
steam motive power generated, or serious sickness cured by 
that way?

Even supposing that a patient may happen to be made 
towards some improvement by that way, it is simply due to 
the coal making a fire by chance, or the life of the patient 
was not yet exhausted and made a narrow escape of death 
as luck, but never can be the result of the medicines given 
by the doctors, because medicines are powerless for the 
restoration of the weakened functions of the digestive and 
other organs. Should the patients be out of luck, he would 
not be saved in any way. Thus, it is quite right for the 
people to deplore that, cure or incure cannot be relied upon 
the medicines but solely upon one’s fate or life. 

Even if such patient as above continues to improve 
gradually, the cure would be tedious, usually taking long 
time before getting quite well, because he had already lost 
assimilation as the result of having reduced the meals from 
the beginning, which is the measure taken by the modern 
medical doctors as essential for the preservation of health 
of the sick-people, thereby general weakness is great and 
all the functions are slow to revive. Not only it takes long 
time but is very liable to the complications setting in during 
the course of recovery. 

Further, even if he was fortunate to get quite well in 
his local diseases by that way, the general weakness still 
remains as great as ever, and he is required to take rest in 
order to cure the after-weakness or the prognosis as we 
always experience.

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Review on the book “To Physicians of the 
World, by Momotaro Fujii” 
by

The following is the translation of the article appeared in the 
daily newspaper ‘‘ Tengyo Mimpo” issued on Sept. 13th, 1928, 
written by the above-named gentleman and now sent to me for 
insertion in this book more or less abbreviated :— 


Spe last spring, I have been favoured with several books 

from various friends, of which I had many things expected 
to write about, but to my great regret have been prevented 
from doing so on account of illness. Thus more than ten 
copies have been left untouched. Of these ten I shall now 
dictate my impressions on the book entitled ‘‘ To Physicians 
of the World’’ sent to me by the author Mr. Momotaro 
Fujii, as Iam now under his treatment for my affection 
with Beri-beri. 

“To Physicians of the World, by Momotaro Fujii ’’— 

This book was published in April last and sent to me a 
copy of it. 

I believe the readers of this newspaper would recollect 
the name of Mr. M. Fujii as the author of the book entitled 
“From Death to Life’’ published some years ago. He is 
also an expert of Acupuncture and Moxibustion. However 
efficacious these treatments may be, the puncturing a needle 
through the skin and flesh or the burning a moxa on the 
skin is no more than a primitive in its way of treatment. 
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So he thought it a vocation that, we the Japanese as a 
nation of the oldest country of advanced culture in the 
Orient must devise some other way than the puncturing or 
burning the skin, so as to effect still better result. Thus 
thinking, Mr. Fujii had been investigating for more than 
fifteen years. 

Present invention is said to have been completed after 
repeating ‘‘make and destroy’’ for several times. The 
instrument completed is named the ‘‘ Fnjii’s Press-Stimula- 
tion Therapeutic Instrument ’’ made of some metal. Patent 
has been granted in Japan, also in England, Germany and 
France.* 

With this single instrument Mr. Fujii started at once a 
laboratory of physio-therapeutics at Kanda, and during five 
years treated quite a number of the patients of various 
diseases and of different social classes. This book is the 
crystal of the experiments. 

There are in Japan various therapeutic instruments which 
treat patients without using medicines. The electric or 
magnetic instruments are more or less similar to those of 
foreign made or of modification. There is also an instru- 
ment of the moxibustion which does not directly burn the 
skin, but in hotness it is all the same as the usual moxi- 
bustion. 

Mr. Fujii’s therapeutic instrument is not the modification 
of any kind of foreign articles. The skin is not burnt or 
hurt in any way, or no pain whatever is felt by the patients. 


* Just after type-setted, received a letter from U.S.A. Patent Office Board of Appeal under 
date of April 19th, 1929, giving decision patent allowable. 
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It is entirely of his original invention. 

According to his opinion, all human diseases result from 
slackness of nerves, which comes out in the symptom of 
painfulness, itchness, or languidness, etc. Even where the 
sick-people does not feel any one of these symptoms signi- 
ficantly, the slackness of nerves exists in more or less degree, 
otherwise there can be no disease. 

The human body is protected and governed largely by 
the sensory nerves, which are chiefly scattered over adjacent 
under the skin and connect with the nerve-centre, therefore 
if one’s sensory nerves are stimulated whole nervous systems 
will naturally be stimulated through the nerve center. 
If the nerves should be properly strained there would be no 
diseases, or even bacteria of bad nature would not afflict the 
human body. That is the reason why Mr. Fujii declares 
‘‘ all diseases are due to one single source.”’ 

In the treatment with medicines, it is chiefly to cure 
diseases by applying medicines inside the human body, so as 
to let them act upon the system of the motor nerves. Such 
a treatment often gives injuries on account of the secondary 
reactions of the medicines, therefore, is no good. If we 
could find some other way without medicines it would be 
ever so much better. 

In some sense, the sensory nerves are the ruler and the 
motor nerves the rulee.

not cured quite well yet, besides I am taking medicines 
under modern medical doctors, therefore, I regret I am 
unable to give here a definite conclusion. 

However, I can state here that I know many instances 
where several of my friends were cured for many different 
sicknesses relying solely upon this treatment.

ig was early summer time of the year just previous to the

i gies anyone like myself engaged as vocalist, the throat is 
the life. Accordingly we are always particular in caring 
about the throat more than ordinary people. Any slight 
causes that may affect the voice are at once tried to avoid 
or cure by all means. Perhaps this is the same with every 
prefessional vocalist. Usual way of curing throat affections 
is to cauterize it, but it is unnatural and cannot be considered 
as perfect. Everyone, therefore, is looking forward to some 
other improved way to come out.

none the less serious, but has been cured perfectly well in 
only two months under Dr. Fujii, without laying in sick-bed 
even a day, conveying herself down to his office for the 
treatment.

S a matter of principle, my view of human life is fata- 
lism, consequently I cannot place absolute confidence 
on any medical treatment whatever it may be.

T was about 4 p.m. on June 4th last, that my eldest son 
Yasuo aged sixteen had to be laid down in sick-bed in 
a feverish condition when he returned home from the 
Middle School. Next morning he began to have a severe 
diarrhoea, so frequent as 120 times in a day. At once an 
adjacent doctor was called in and consulted. The doctor 
diagnosed as acute catarrh of the colon and gave medicines, 
but got no better. The sickness progressed rapidly next 
day, so bad as at last affected the brain having fallen into 
delirious condition, sleepless for four days and night con- 
tinuously. Even to the eyes of the non-professional could 
see that death was approaching every moment. 

The doctor told us that the symptom shows apparently the 
meningitis, and the water in the spine must be extracted as 
the last chance of recovery. I was told, however, that even 
the water is taken from the spine it cannot be sure to save 
the life. Death or revival is uncertain but only a chance is to 
be taken. Even if saved fortunately he would become in- 
valid. In anyway, should he be left as it is he would be 
sure to die. If he dies resign to it as fate. That was the 
last sentence the doctor gave. 
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I would not dare to give any more pains to the dying 
patient by extracting water from the spine, thus decided at 
once to consult Dr. Fujii, who some time ago cured the 
stomach and intestinal trouble of my son, the adiposis of 
mine, the sciatica of my wife, and the conjunctivitis of my 
female servant. It was 6 o’clock p.m. when I visited Dr.

am by profession the Doctor of Mine Engineering former- 
ly taking the chair of the Mine Engineering Department 
in the Tokyo Imperial University, and have special interest 
in the study of opening up mineral resources in wider sense 
by application of the dressing art. For instance, there are 
sources of wealth lying in several mineral deposits, which 
were hitherto considered as absolutely valueless among the 
specialists. I have succeeded in opening some of them after 
many years investigations, and a monument of a deep 
significance and authoritative influence was raised in com- 
memoration of the deed and success. I make such a deed 
to achieve always an ideal of my special profession, and am 
at present entertaining nothing else in my mind except 
inspiration of the love of minerals. Now then, what was 
the motive which led me to write here my impressions re- 
garding the Fujii’s Press-Stimulation Treatment, while I 
am an entire outsider of the medical art?

The medicines good for headache may 
not be good for stomach, or the purgative may weaken the 
heart. In order to neutralize the reactions in such case as 
above, you may compound with some neutralizer, but could 
you weigh such neutralizer exactly to the quantity necessary 
and appropriate? In my opinion, instead of using such 
medicines for curing diseases some non-medical way should be 
applied to the fundamental cause of disease, so as to restore 
blood circulation and anagenesis in order, thus better effect 
would be realized than by medicines. 

My wife suffered from unbearable headache and abdominal 
tympany, and had been under serveral noted specialists and 
trying almost all treatments for many years, but no radical

Shimbun) of Sept. 28rd last, which being the most popular 
and oldest newspaper for females :— 


i have been bringing up my children, four boys and one 
girl, in past 25 years, during which time I was very 
often subjected to worries and anxieties in looking after 
their health, especially when they were affected with sickness, 
sometimes of rather a serious nature such as whooping cough, 
measles, acute pneumonia, asthma, peritonitis perforatum, 
scarlet fever, summer diarrhoea, etc. In the above cases, 
I had to take them to a hospital for medical treatment or 
surgical operation, but in many cases I could not help feeling 
very irritable at the inconsistency of the medical treatment. 
In every case three or four M.D. or B.M. were consulted, 
but I always found them far from scratching at the itchy 
part, and the progress of the diseases was in no degree 
retarded. Take for instance, when my eldest boy was 
affected with asthma a doctor over-injected with solution of 
adolinarine, thereby caused spasmodic fit fearfully, and we 
were very much scared if he would die. 

Next boy, when at age of six, were given a compound of 
calomel and santonine, but by mistake of the doctor the 
calomel used was such as affected with corrosive action, 
thereby caused peritonitis perforatum, and the boy was

pretty near killed. Such case as this tells as if the medicines 
were used for killing purpose. 

Such cases as above were experienced not only in my 
children but myself also. About three years ago, when was 
just after recovered from affection of influenza, I wanted 
some good tonic to remove the weakness after the affection. 
Doctor recommended me the iodide of culcium injection. He 
gave me thirty eight injections in about hundred days. After 
about ten injections from the first one, I began to feel rather 
unusual through whole body, but so saying continued the 
injections.

Ay HEN I was twenty three years of age, I went to 

Mexico, where was the post of my husband, and in 
January of the following year had been favoured with a 
child.

Whilst the treatment was going on, Dr. Fujii inquired 
after me and of the progress after each treatment, and told 
me I should refrain from all medicines, also from the barley 
meals, but should take rice meals or whatever ordinary. 
By the ordinary meals is of course meant the usual diet 
which any healthy people usually takes, consisting of the 
rice as principal and other table-luxuries as supplementary 
or side-dishes.

| make it a great delight to write about the impressions of 

the grand treatment of Dr. Fujii from the facts as 
experienced by me, so as to inform it to the public by 
being inserted on the space of the second edition and the 
English translation of the book ‘‘To Physicians of the 
World’’ now under publication, the first edition of which 
had been previously published by Dr. Fujii treating on his 
new and a revolutionary treatment invented after many 
years painful investigations, also as an alarm-bell to the 
medical doctors of the world, who are blindly sticking to 
the modern medication treatment and cannot get out of it. 

I remember it was late in autumn of 1926, that I and my 
wife became acquainted with Dr. Fujii for the first time, 
not as patients but as friends through kind introduction of 
some one of our mutual acquaintances. We frequently 
dined together and became gradually intimate, facsinated 
by his pure and simple character with ardour and direct 
judgement. 

From the beginning of our acquaintance he explained to 
us of his treatment, but at the time, we confess that we 
did not listen to it with much interest, as we were not only 
laymen but had been deeply familiar with the modern 
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medical science and its rationality. In short, we thought 
that, however great the reason of a thing may be, it would 
be useless unless proved in practice, especially so with the 
art of curing diseases.

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pate hired a taxi, and hurried to Kanda in a dark quiet 
midnight through the suburban streets, and arrived at Dr. 
Fujii’s at about 1.30 a.m. The doctor, though already in 
bed, got up at once and treated the baby. I could notice 
between the doctor’s eyebrows a deep impression of anxiety 
as to the seriousness of the baby’s condition. But the doctor 
encouraged me by saying “ Mr. Kuroda, I guarantee to get 
it cured’’, At this word full of self-confidence I felt so 
grateful as if I sat before the saviour, with great ease and 
tears of joy. 

‘‘Presently,’’ the doctor said pointing at the stomach region 
of the baby ‘‘ This large retention in the stomach can by 
no means be removed at once by laxative or medicines of 
any kind.

T was some 18 years ago that I first knew Mr. Momotaro 

_ Fujii (sirnamed Gentai Fujii). At that time, there was 
held an election contest in the district of the island of 
Tsushima, for the membership of the Parliament, between the 
candidates, Mr. Tetsuya Hayakawa, Mr. Nitsunan Fukumoto, 
and Mr. Takesaburo Uchida. The contest was rather furious. 
Mr. M. Fujii was then practising in Fukuoka city the 
acupuncture and moxibustion, besides the teacher of swords- 
manship. Chivalrous as he was, he conceded to the request 
of one of the parties of Mr. Uchida to back the latter 
candidate, and went oversea to the Tsushima Island, putting 
aside his own professions as above. He made ardent speeches 
wherever he went in support of Mr. Uchida, and was received 
with great applause. He was then 23 years of age. But 
unfortunately Mr. Uchida was defeated by Mr. Hayakawa 
and had to withdraw to Keijo City, Chosen. At the earnest 
request of Mr. Uchida, he removed over to Keijo City, 
where he was appointed the secretary of the Mankan 
Jitsugyo Kyokai (Manchuria and Chosen Industrial Associa- 
tion) and the editor of its organ ‘‘Industry of Manchuria 
and Chosen’’, both of which were under the management 
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of Mr. Uchida. A few days after, I also joined the above 
Association and Magazine as his companion in same position. 
That was the beginning of the friendly relations entered 
into between the two. 

As if born under the same star, Mr. Fujii and I among 
many companions became specially intimate day after day, 
thus I was able to know very well of his personality, that 
he is kind to friends, simple and indifferent to gains, daring 
in spirit and spotless in integrity, and sincere to doings 
having strong will to carry through the object, etc. Hence, 
I entertained great prospect for his future, and more so when 
I learned from him that, it was so early as his middle school 
ages that he set for investigation of medical science, in 
consequence of having gone through in himself bitter ex- 
periences of sickness, which made him entertain great doubt 
as to the efficacies of the medication treatment. So far as 
I hear, he was in his youth indulged, availing all vacant 
hours, in the comparative study of occidental and oriental 
medical sciences, and how in the primitive ages they used 
to cure diseases, etc., instead of being addicted to youthful 
follies. 

Mr. Fujii resigned the post of above Association in August 
of his 25th year of age, for the reason that he wanted to 
devote himself for writing books. A few months after, he 
wrote ‘‘Treatise on Mental Culture’’, ‘‘Treatise on Hygiene’, 
and ‘‘Treatise on Medical Art, Acupuncture and Moxibus- 
tion.’’ Soon after completed these writings, he started an 
Infirmary of the Acupuncture and Moxibustion by the name 
of Saiseido (House of Life Saving) at 3 chome, Honcho, 
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Keijo city, under the backing of his friends in the City. His 
accurate judgement and miraculous treatment became at 
once known all round, and day after day more prosperous, 
so much as always crowded with the patients gathered from 
whole Chosen to receive his treatment. 

Nevertheless, he closed up the Infirmary by inserting an- 
nouncement in the Keijo Nippo to the effect that he should 
suspend it for the present for the reason to devote himself 
to the writing of some books. I heard it on my journey, 
and thought he should not do so, because it was so prosper- 
ous and there would be no necessity in him to suspend his 
treatment entirely, but he would be able to engage in the 
writing along with the treatment, which might be practised 
say for day time or half day only, otherwise those patients 
now under his treatment would be sorry to hear it. 

So I knocked, directly upon my return to City, at his closed 
up door in order to sound his opinion about it. His answer 
was this: ‘‘ It would require a man of virtue in order to lead 
a wicked man into path of righteousness, while looking at 
the medication treatment and the acupuncture and moxibus- 
tion, we shall find in the one poison quells poison and in the 
other they give painfulness or hurt to patient, as if to lead 
a wicked man with a wicked man, and either of these can- 
not be called a truly advanced treatment; and if ever 
any truly advanced treatment should come out, it must be a 
such one as gives no secondary reactions or painfulness or 
hurt to patient, but can treat and cure diseases in sure, 
simple, easy and prompt manner ’’. 

Further he said, ‘‘Even dogs or cats know how to cure their 
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sickness by themselves to a certain extent, hence it should 
be much more so with human being, who knows his own 
sickness better than anybody else, and he should be used to 
cure his sickness by himself except in some few cases where 
surgical operation is necessary, otherwise he would be inferior 
even to dogs or cats, and should be ashamed to be called 
the lord of the creation. The reason why the infirmary has 
been closed up is for devoting his whole time to the solution 
of the above subject in question, and the carrying into effect 
such way of the treatment as above in view, so that to con- 
tribute towards human happiness, and for that great purpose 
he cannot be rest satisfied with the present small success, 
taking no account of either criticism or sacrifice of praise’’. 

Hearing this, I was taken by new surprise at his great 
discernment and high aspirations as ever he entertains. But 
mere acquaintances of his took him for an eccentric or a 
strange man, or else an idealist to praise or an airmonger 
to condemn him. 

In the fall of the 8th year of Taisho (1919), when whole 
city was in rage of influenza, there was an acquaintance of 
his who was infected with same after already having lost 
4 persons in the family by the rage, and no one of his 
friends dared to approach to the family fearing of the in- 
fection. Upon hearing this, he, so sympathizing as he was, 
ran for the rescue, and spent 4 days for the treatment and 
nursing, staying there over nights almost without rest. In 
consequence of the fatigue he himself was caught with in- 
fiuenza, which was so serious as once apprehended as danger- 
ous. After got well, he wrote a diary of sick-bed entitled 
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“From Death to Life’’, and taking with him the draft 
copy of it he left Keijo City for Tokyo in a very high 
spirits. That was his 29th year of age. 

Since then, nothing whatever had been heard of him until 
October of the 15th year of Taisho (1926), when he turned 
up in Keijo as guest to the Viceroy of Chosen, Viscount 
Saito. On that occasion, I knew for the first time his in- 
vention of the Press-Stimulation Treatment.. At the recep- 
tion held jointly by some of the officials and private persons 
of the City at the Restaurant Kagetsu, I heard from him 
the tales of bitter experiences gone through for the inven- 
tion, and I was bursted with infinite emotion and felt 
deepest respect for his perseverance and incessant efforts 
made during so long intervals against all difficulties, until 
finally carried through his object, which is for the sake of 
humanity. 

His stay in Keijo City was for about one month, during 
which time he treated many officials and private persons, 
such as H. E. the Viceroy Viscount Saito and his madam, 
Marquis Bokuei-ko, Mr. Ikuta, chief of the Department for 
Internal Affairs, Mr. Yamazaki, Secretary to the Privy 
Conncil of Chosen, Mr. Fujiwara, Private Secretary to the 
Viceroy, etc. All these gentlemen were astonished at the 
efficacy of the treatment which is so great for the simpli- 
city of the way. 

When he was leaving Keijo, the railway platform was 
filled with crowds of the people giving him a send-off. On 
the Keijo Nippo appeared a lengthy editorial article under 
the heading ‘‘ Thanks to the Viceroy Saito and Farewell to 
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Dr. Gentai Fujii.’’ I was infinitely delighted to witness 
those conditions and had to tender sincere congratulations 
as if it was my own success. But, as I was then extremely 
busy, besides I had no particular illness, I had not a chance 
to receive his treatment, but I thought I would be able to 
receive it anytime if needed in Tokyo, where I visit more 
than often in a year on business either official or private. 

Up turned the chance, however, when I was staying in 
Tokyo in latter part of January in the 3rd year of Showa 
(1928), I was affected with orchitis and at once received his 
treatment. Whilst under the first one treatment the pain- 
fulness had instantly been stopped, became better and better 
as treatment went on, and after 15-16 times completely 
cured. Again in middle of March same year, I suffered, 
while staying in Tokyo, from furious nervous pain at the 
neck extending over occipital region, in addition to the weak- 
ness of stomach and intestines caused after peptic ulcer. 
These affections had also been cured beautifully with 17-18 
times treatment. I said to him, grasping his hands tight, 
that it seems to me the principle he insists upon ‘‘ All 
diseases are due to one single source’’ has been fully justified 
by the fact that, though the above two my affections were 
of different diseases but were cured all the same with one 
single instrument.

The following is the article appeared in the local ma- 
gazine ‘‘ Nagasaki Prefecture” of March 15th, 1929, 
presided by Mr. Kenji Harada, noted for his knowledge of 
Italian literature :— 


[Re cae ah eae, of rich or unrich, human being is con- 

stantly pursued by the threat of diseases so long as 
life time. Hence, if he should get out of the threat by some 
means or other, his happiness would be beyond anything. 
It must be the greatest ideal of human being to live the 
span of life in healthy and sound condition, with least fear 
of diseases. 

Great advance is said to have been made in the medical 
science and art in the world, and Japan is also thought by 
her people to have something which is even superior and 
can he boast of to the rest of the world. However, let me 
ask if the people of Japan have been placed absolutely free 
from the threat or uneasiness of diseases, or in any way 
the number of sick-people has been reduced. 

In other words, if a man gets affected say with cold, is 
it so much advanced as he can be cured of the cold assured- 
ly and with least apprehension of being affected with 
pneumonia or some other complications? Again, against 
prevalent infectious diseases, can we place absolute reliance 
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upon the present medical doctors to get free of the uneasi- 
ness of the infection? 

I am sorry to say that all these uneasinesses have not in 
the least been removed. Therefore, I can conclude to the 
effect that the medical treatment, which is said to have 
advanced, has not advanced at all in reality, if we consider 
it from the curing effect. 

The reason why I state so much about it is for nothing, 
but because by practising myself upon various patients I 
have recognized the marvellous true merit of the Fujii’s 
Press-Stimulation Treatment, which is really an ideal treat- 
ment considering from its curing effect, standing far above 
the modern medical science and art, which are full of 
regrets. 

I have had least knowledge or experience of the medical

Anyhow, it cannot be denied that in the 
practical efficacy the modern medical science and art are 
very much regrettable. 

In such state of the time, our Dr. Fujii has invented a 
new practical therapy of a curing-standard, basing on the 
principle of ‘‘ All diseases are due to one single source.”’ 
I think we must pay a high respect to him on behalf of the 
human being in general. 

Dr. Fujii’s treatment is done by only one instrument, 
hence it is very simple and to the point, and such is the 
principal feature of this treatment. At the beginning, when 
I came to learn this treatment under Dr. Fujii as first 
disciple with least knowledge of curing art, I gave a question

During these 
intervals I attended various sick-people, and almost every 
one of them placed with me with similar gratitude with the 
above, in almost innumerable cases, such as stomach and 
intestinal diseases, uterus affections, typhlitis, pneumonia, 
rheumatism, neuralgia, and all other diseases either acute 
or chronic.

However, 
for the diseases such as dysentery, scarlet fever etc. which 
are said to arise from the propagation of the bacteria inside 
the human body, how could it be possible to kill the patho- 
genic bacteria by applying this treatment from outside the 
body?’’ As laymen thay may be right to raise such a 
question, but it is a groundless apprehension. 

Why? Because, though most of the public believe as if 
it is the medicine, that kills direct those bacilli of the 
dysentery or cholera, by being taken into inside the body, 
but it is not correct. It is dangerous for a man to take 
bactericide into the internal organs of the body in order to 
kill the morbific bacilli. The solution of corrosive sublimate 
or carboric acid might kill the bacilli, but at the same time 
might kill the man. There is no medicine found yet which 
ean kill only the bacilli without afflicting the man who takes 
it, is there? 

Our human bodies are by nature so invested with the 
power as to kill the bacilli if they get in. We are not 
always to get affected with say dysentery by even swallow- 
ing the bacilli of dysentery, because we have in our own 
body the power to kill them. Even if affected, we have to 
fight against them and win, that is to say, by stimulating 
the slackened nervous functions so as to increase the anti- 
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toxine in our blood with some positive measure so that no 
bacilli can stand to live or propagate. The Fujii’s Press-

Most of the people in Japan are taking a wrong 
view against such clear reasoning, and all classes, both high 
and low, think that they must reduce the quantity of meals 
or keep away from it as much as possible whenever affected 
with sickness, and that, in doing so it is the best hygiene 
for recuperation. Such wrong thought was originally in- 
fected deep in the bosom of the people ever since Dr. 
Beltz introduced medical art into Japan. I must say that 
such thought is old fashioned and it shows the lack of 
common sense in the medical treatment. 

Dr. Fujii, my respected teacher, regretting the above fact, 
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has been haranguing for more than ten years about the 
absurdity of either reduction or abstinence of meals. At 
first many a people took it as curious, but at present there 
are seen not a few even among noted medical doctors who 
became awaken, such as Dr. Junjiro Shimazono of the 
Tokyo Imperial University taking the course to give patients 
as much food as possible, also Dr. Iwao Matsuno of the 
Kyoto Imperial University stating that the old way was 
wrong and must give even a patient of the typhoid fever 
some food so as to prevent from getting enfeebled. The 
time has now turned up so far in favour of Dr. Fujii’s 
opinion. 

Thus the medical doctors are gradually approaching to the 
insistence of Dr. Fujii, yet the present medical art is quite 
incapable of the means how to give diet to a patient who is 
unable to take it or not strong enough to digest and assimi- 
late it. In the Fujii’s treatment, the stomach and the 
intestinal functions can be stimulated in a most natural 
manner, or in short, by a very simple treatment any patient 
who are losing appetite in consequence of sickness can be 
made appetitive and able to take sufficient diet, thus can 
treat on his sickness without making him enfeebled.

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(0.48 standard gallon) or more milk a day estimating 1 go 
(0.048 standard gallon) at 180 calories; or if with the rice 
soup omogw only, it would require 1.8 sho of omoywu taking 
1 go at 8 calories; or if with eggs only, 20 pieces at 70 
calories per egg. It would be a matter of impossibility to 
give to a sick-people or even a healthy people so large a 
quantity of either milk, omoyw or egg every day. On the 
other hand it would be quite plain that any less quantity 
of either one of those soft foods would be inadequate and 
not do any good. It is why Dr. Fujii is always insisting 
on the patient refraining from soft food but taking ordinary 
diet for any diseases, thus to effect the cure so easily. The 
existence of a treatment having such practical curing power 
must be a great gospel to sick-people. 

I was the first disciple under Dr. Fujii, and became one 
of the wonderers at the greatness of his treatment after 
using it myself on various diseases. The fact that such a 
great invention of a redemptive treatment has been achieved 
by a Japanese must be the pride of our nation, which has 
been for more than 2,500 years since making the spiritual 
culture the national policy. How great the happiness of 
humanity would be both spiritually and bodily when this 
treatment should extend over the whole world. Iam quite 
sure that in such time Dr. Momotaro Fujii’s name will 
become brilliant and remain forever with the world’s re-

ITH the advance of human intellect and with various 
experiences of individuals, people generally became 
aware of the fearfulness of the secondary reaction of medi- 
cines which being injurious rather than beneficial, and 
naturally the people’s confidence in the medication treatment 
is now generally shading away.

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Fujii’s Press-Stimulation Treatment must be the right 
subject for the medical doctors of the world for serious in- 
vestigations prior to anybody else. I deeply feel so, and 
can declare it without fear from what I have experienced, 
learned and investigated, scientifically and practically, first 
as patient and afterwards as disciple of Dr. Fujii.
